Encampment. 


A Resolution of Confidence in Gen. 
Alger Adopted. 


Gov. Markham an Honored Guest at 
the Executive Session. 


Meetings of the Woman's Relief Corps 
and Ladies of the G.A.B.—The 
Grand Parade to Occur 
on Friday.

Fresno, March 9.—[By the Associated 
Press.}] The Twenty-fifth Annual En- 
campment of the G.A.R., Department 
of California, began today in this city. 
The number of strangers in the city 
must be 2000 at least. The train ar- 
riving this morning was in two sections. 
The Veteran Guards of San Francisco, 
accompanied by the Presidio band, ar- 
rived in three special cars. Adjt.-Gen. 
C. C. Allen and staff came in on the 
same train. Gov. Markham and party 
arrived on the noon train from Pasa- 
dena. He was met at the Southern Pa- 
cific depot by a Reception Committee. 
The Veteran Guard of California,heaaed 
by the Presidio band, escorted him 
around the principal streets of the city 
to the hotel. 


The organizations represented at the 
encampment arethe G.A.R., Woman's 
Relief Corps and Ladies of the G.A.R. 
Each met at different places, having 
sessions both morning and afternoon. 
The G.A.R. met in executive session 
this morning and afternoon. 

The G.A.R. morning session was pre- 
sided over by Senior Vice-Department 
Commander J. F. Cunningham, Gen. 
Barnes, the Department Commander, 
being unable to attend, Junior Vice- 
Commander Ennis of Sacramente took 
the chair of the Senior Vice-Com- 
mander, and C. J. P. Boscovich was as- 
signed to the chair of the Junior Vice- 
Commander, M. Morrison was 
pointed chaplain pro tem. in the op. 
sence of Rev. A. F.. Needham of San 
Francisco, The meeting was an execu- 
tive session and not open to the public. 
After the appointment of the various 
} committees an adjournment was taken 
until this afternoon. 

At the afternoon session the commit- 
tees reported, The Committee on Cre- 
dentials’ report and the rol) call 
showed that a thitd of the. whelenum- 
ber of delegates were present.

A LATE BLIZZARD 


Raging Fiercely from Minnesota to 
Kansas. 


Trains Abandoned or Blown from the 
Track — Unfortunates Frozen to 
Death—Immense Damage 

Done to Property. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

St. Paut (Minn.,) March 9.—[By the 
Associated Press.| <A frightful winter 
blizzard from Lake Michigan to Mon- 
tana, the worst in years and unexam- 
pled at this season, is raging tonight, 
according to the fitful advices possible 
over the telegraph wires, which are iced 
and snapping asunder as soon as 
patched. Fifty degrees’ fall in temper- 
ature, a whirling cyclone of snow and 
sleet and reports from all sides of de- 
struction: to property and life are 
features of the extraordinary visitation. 
Individual cases are instanced of people 
freezing to death. All trains are de- 
layed. On many roads cars have been 
blown from the tracks. 

Minweapouis (Minn.,) March*9.—An 
unusually violent blizzard is raging here 
today and the snow is drifting badly. 
The morning trains were several hours 
late, and the afternoon trains from the 
west have not been heard from owing 
to prostration of the telegraph lines. 
Reports from the Canadian Northwest 
indicate very low temperatures. 

Several trains are abandoned or held 
in protected . localities, the officials 
aonring that they would be blown from 
the track if they started out in the 
blizzard. . Reports from various por- 
tions of the Northwest show that 
the blizzard is general. 

Kansas City, March 9.—A terrific 
windstorm has been raging here for 
the last twenty-four hours and still con- 
tinues. The storm is accompanied by 
a rapid fall of the thermometer, The 
weather is clear, with no snow or rain. 
The storm prevails throughout Kansas. 
The telegraphic service is seriously 
interrupted. The Western Union ser- 
vice between here and Omaha is aban- 
doned. 

Crepar Rapips March 9.—The 
worst blizzard of the season prevails 
heretoday. The weather is growing 
colder. A high wind is doing consid- 
erable damage.

Reply of the United States to Lord 
Salisbury’s Late Note. 


The President Doing Blaine’s Work 
of Diplomacy. 


A Vigorous Presentation of This Country's 
Case —The Recent Correspondence 
and Arbitration Treaty Laid 
Before the Senate,

WASHINGTON, March 9.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.]

1891, to the date of the recent corre- 
spondence. The most important letters 
are two from Sir Julian Pauncefote un- 
der dates of February 29 and March 7, 
and the reply sent yesterday. In his 
note of February 29 Sir Julian informs 
Blaine that Salisbury does not admit, as 
previously indicated by Blaine, that de- 
lay has been greater on the part of 
Great Britain than onthe part of the 
United States. He says the British 
commissioners have reported that there 
is no danger of serious diminution of the 
seals and therefore the necessity of the 
modus vivendi is not apparefit. Still he 
would not object to a prohibition limited 
to a zone morethan thirty miles around 
Pribylov Islands, provided the catch on 
the islands be limited to 80,000. 

Under date of March 7 Sir Julian pre- 
sents an argument in support of Lora 
Salisbury’s refusal to accede to another 
modus vyivendi. He says it was first 
agreed to under a stipulation that the 
measure could not be repealed, and 
there is no apparent danger to the seal 
species. He adds that the zone pro- 
posed is more extensive than that men- 
tioned by Blaine March 16, 1891, and 
the anticipation of conflicts considered 
in the note of May 4, 1891, has been 
met by a provision of the Bering Sea 
act and order in council. 

In the response sent yesterday Assist- 
ant Secretary Wharton states that the 


‘President notices with the deepest re- 


gret the indisposition of Her Majesty’s 
government to agree upon an effective 
modus for the preservation of the seals 
in Bering Sea pending a settlement of 
the respective rights of the two govern- 
ments in these waters and in the seal 
fisheries therein. He calls attention to 
the fact that arbitration waits only on 
the action of the American Senate and 
that the judgment of the arbitration 
tribunal cannot be stated in time to 
control the conduct of sealerg during 
the present season. ‘‘An urgent aues- 
tion,’’ he says, ‘‘is what does good faith, 
to-say nothing of international comity, 
requfte of the parties to the arbitra- 
tion? Was it very hard before, he 
asks, that one party to such contro- 
versy, whether nation or individual, 
could appropriate the whole or any part 
of the income and profits, much less the 
body of the contested property, pending 
litigation, withoutaccountability? It is 
no answer for the trespasser, it is con- 
tended, to say that the true owner will 
have an undiminished harvest next year. 
Last year the harvest was his also, and, 
further, this Government has already 
been advised that Great Britain repudi- 
ates all obligations to indemnify the 
United States forany invasion of its 
jurisdiction or any injury done to its 
sealing property by Canadian sealers.’’ 

Inconclusion it is stated that this 
Government will honorably abide by 
the judgment of the arbitration tri- 
bunal, which has been agreed upon, 
whether that judgment be favorable or 
unfavorable, and will not seek to avoid 
just responsibility for any of its acts 
which | that judgment are found to be 
unlawful. But certainly the United 
States cannot be expected to suspend 
the defense, by such means as are 
within its power, of the property and 
jurisdictional rights claimed by it, 
pending arbitration, and to consent to 
receive them from the tribunal, if 


awarded, shorn of much oftheir value’ 


by the acts of irresponsible persons. 

It is learned that Secretary Blaine’s 
‘illness prevented any consultation 
with him as to Salisbury’s note opposing 
the modus vivendi of last year, and that 
the reply thereto, dated the 8th inst., 
transmitted by Mr. Wharton was in fact 
written by the President. 

The arbitration treaty submitted to 
the Senate by the President recites the 
desire of the government of this coun- 
try and England for an amicable settle- 
ment ofthe questions concerning the 
jurisdictional rights of the United States 
in the Bering Sea; also concerning the 
preservation of the fur seal in the sea 
and the rights of subjects of either 
country as regards the taking of seals 
in the sea. Therefore, the . questions 
are to be submitted to an arbitration 
committee composed of seven, two to 
named by the President of the United 
States, two by Queen Victoria, and one 
each by the President of the French 
Republic, King of Italy and King of 
Norway and Sfteden.. The treaty pro- 
vides forthe time and place of meet- 
ing of the arbitrators, the various points 
to be submitted, for filling vacancies 
that may exist on the committee, for 
the employment of the necessary cler- 
ical assistants, etc., and binds this 
country and England to consider the. 
findings of the tribunalasa full, perfect 
and final settlement of all questions re- 
ferred. 

The Senate, after spending three 
hours in executive session discussing 
Bering Sea matters, ordered all docu- 
ments relating to the subject printed, 
and adjourned.

I have ter mentioned the sub- 
dued but nasty little row that is going 
on in Republican circles here regarding 
the south’s representatives to the Na- 
tional Convention of that party at 
Minneapolis. The Governor has been 
mentioned in that connection, as before 
stated, but a recent editorial in the San 
Francisco Chronicle, coupled with the 
distinctly pronounced feeling upon the 
subject at his home, has, it is univer- 
sally believed, eliminated him from the 
possibilities and apparently:complicated 
the situation. .The Union League Club 
of Los Angeles has for several years 
bossed the local situation as far as it 
could, and has such a hold on the rud- 
der that it always does some of the 
steering, at least. 

Now Tue Times, edited and managed 
by one of the brightest newspaper men 
in the State, Col. H, G. Otis, has never 
been en rapport with the league, for the 
reason, I am told, that in the early his- 
tory of that club acoterie of his enemies 
—headed by one Boyce, who edited the 
now defunct Tribune, in which he suc- 
ceeded in sinking $150,000 of his own 
and his friends’ money in trying todown 
Tue Times and Col. Otis—declared that 
if the latter’s name was presented for 
membership he would be pilled. 

Boyce is no longer here, having had 
to leave town because of rascally de- 
velopments in which blackmail had a 
place, but the league harbors yet in the 
person of Hervey Lindley and a few 
others enough of the old Boyce leaven 
to continne the anti-Otis feeling. 

But there is, I find, a great big senti- 
ment that it would-be good politics to 
send the Colonel to the convention, as 
it would serve to allay much of the fric- 
tion longa most disturbing feature in 
Republican circles, and would at the 
same time be paying a fine compliment 
to the paper that is by all odds the most 
newsy and enterprising south of the 
Tehachepi. 

But here comes in another disturber 
that will make duck and drake of things 
inthe personof Gen. E. P. Johnson, 
who is of the Gubernatorial camp, that 
doughty National Guardsman being the 
treasurer and business manager of 
Markham’s furniture company, which, 
since the Whittier school scandal, 
has a state reputation. Johuson, 
it is known, is desirous of going 
to Minneapolis in order to make 
himself solid with Harrison in case of 
his nomination and election, looking to 
Markham’s occupancy of a Cabinet job. 
This latter contingency was outlined in 
your San Francisco correspondence last 
Saturday and you can depend upon it, 
itis straight goods. You see, Mark- 
ham, finding he cannot get tothe con- 
vention in person, is piously anxious to 
send the man nearest him as a substi- 
tute. Otis has always been friendly to 
the Governor, but he is reported to take 
Harrison only in broken doses, because 
of certain rank federal appointments in 
the south, and if this section should 
oppose the President, through its dele- 
gates, Markham might standa show to 
slip up in his ambition.

Tat American Protective Tariff 
League of New York city.has just 
issued a new campaign text book for 
1892, Itis entitled ‘‘American Tariffs 
from Plymouth Rock to McKinley.’’ 
This little book of 100 pages is per- 
haps the most complete brief presenta- 
tion of the benefits of protection and 
reciprocity yet printed.

Tue advocates of the planof the city’s 
commencing a new system of water 
works independently of present 
one should bear in mind that the exist- 
ing works of the City Water Com- 
pany must be purchased by the city at 
the end of six years from July, 1892. 
The price therefor is to be reached by 
appraisement. Suppose the sum agreed 
upon be aslowas $1,500,000? That 
means a quarter of a million dollars a 
year for every one of the six years in- 
tervening, to be raised by the city 
through taxation or by the issuance of 
bonds.

Just Finding That They Have Been 
Robbed, 

We republish today from the col- 
umns of the San Francisco Call a strik- 
ing article on the amount of subsidy 
paid to the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany by the Transcontinental Asso- 
ciation to prevent water competition 
with the overland railroads. 

‘It is estimated that in fourteen years, 
up to March 1, 1892, the Pacific Mail 
has received in this blackmail subsidy 
about $14, 555,000. 

‘‘Who paid that money?’’ asks a San 
Francisco merchant. ‘Did it come out 
of the railroad companies? Not a bit of 
it. We people of California paid it our- 
Selves. We have only ourselves to 
blame. Weshould have been awake to 
what was going on. We should have 
stopped thisthing long ago.”’ 

‘Is that the village of Falling Wa- 
ter?’”? asks Rip Van Winkle when he 
awakes from his sleep of twenty years. 
‘Is this the way we have been robbed?”’ 
asks the San Francisco merchant after 
fourteen years have elapsed, during 
which he has helped to contribute over 
$14,000,000 to this monstrous scheme 


| of blackmail. 


Yea, verily. Why didn’t you rub 
your eyes and realize the fact long ago? 
You speak truly when you say you have 
only yourselves to kick for this long 
somnolence. When Los Angeles was 
fighting the railroad monopoly tooth 
and nail,. some years ago, you 
looked on with indifference or dep-- 
recation because you thought all 
these robbing schemes were putting 
money into your pockets. But they 
were not; on the contrary, just the re- 
verse. Now, when Los Angeles has a 
competing line of railway and you have 
not, you begin to‘realize your mistake. 
Nobody is very sorry for you, old Silu- 
rian, but, for the good of the State at 
large, we would be glad to see the long- 
time disgraceful state of affairs ended. 

If Senator Felton introduces a reso- 
lution in Congress asking that the Gov- 
ernment subsidy to Pacific Mail be 
withheld it ought to be backed up bya 
strong expression of Pacifict Coast sen- 
timent. There will be no divided opin- 
ion about the matter. If it were possi- 
ble to pursue the robbers and make 
them restore the $14,000,000 or $15.,- 
000,000 of ill-gotten gain, that would 
be something like retributive justice. 
But if all the old tubs that Pacific Mail 
owns were confiscated they would 
hardly make that amount. good. No 
reclamation could give us/the lost com- 
mercial prestige of the Pacific Coast. 


Wane it is true that the water rates 


for the ensuing year have been fixed by 


the Council, there is nothing to prevent 
their readjustment and equulization by 
agreement between the Council and 
the water company. provided a 
comprehensive plan of reorganization 
be decided upon; and this is the oppor- 
tunity of the hour. It is, im our judg- 
ment, the wise and feasible thing to do. 
Lower the rates to the small consumers, 
require the rich, large consumers to pay 
in proportion to the poor and consent to 
have the city pay for water used in 
street sprinkling, for fire hydrants and 
in public buildings. Nothing less than 
this will satity the demands of justice 
and equity; and upon such a plan, we 
doubt not, an agreement could be 
reached between the Council and 
a reorganized ‘water company. Ex- 
perts could figure out with exact- 
ness, on the basis proposed, the 
water rates necessary to produce a net 


6 or 7 percent. annual income upon the 


investment, beside providing for a suffi- 
cient sinking fund for extensions, bet- 
terments and repairs. Tus Times does 
not hesitate to declare that this plan is 
infinitely preferable to the municipal 
ownership of water works. On the 
above basis there ought to be no diffi- 
culty in finding responsible capitalists 
who would be willing to make a large 
and long investment in our water sys- 
tem. But they would. of course, re- 
quire a solid contract or franchise with 


ample guarantees against unfriendly 
legislation. 


THe fall-down of the Federated 
Trades in San Francisco seems to be 
pretty effectual all along-the line. Not 
only have the boot and shoe workers’ 
unions heen practically dissolved, but 
the brewers’ unions are singing very. 
small and others will follow suit ifa 
straight-out contest is made.

A Burst of Generosity and Justice 

Los ANGELES, March 9.—-[To the Editor 
of THe TimgEs.] It isa pleasure, not un- 
mixed with gratitude, tothe common share- 
holders of the National Building and. Loan 
Association of Los Angeles to receive under 
date of March 1 an amended set of by-laws 
from the hands of the directers which do 
not so completely shut them out from all 
participation in the management of the as-_ 
sociation as did the previous ones. 

These changes, we are told, were 
prompted by a desire on the part of the di- 
rectors to avoid even the appearance of 
running the association for their personal 
advantage. But the public will be apt to. 
wonder if the late pointed report of the 
Bank Commissioners and the subsequent 
editorial in THE Times may not have been 
the real cause of this sudden outburst of 
generosity and justice. 

A clause in the old by-laws empowered 
the directors toamend tiem, which they 
did before the last annual meeting in away 
that virtually elected themselves for life— 
or at least during their own good pleasure. 
They also fixed their compensation at a sum 
equal to the cost of carrying.J00 shares of 
stock apiece. besides paying very liberal 
salaries to the officers. . 

How long it would have taken the stock, 
burdened by these hundreds of shares of 
non-paying stock and the heavy salaries, to 
mature »elongs to the realm of ithagifia- 

However, small favors should be thank- 
fully received, and the concessions made to 
shareholders, who have to put up the coin. 
by the directors, who don't, may improve 
matters in the future. But the fact should 
not entirely be forgotten that these conces- 
sions were made necessary by the honest 
candor of the Bank Commissioners and 
newspapers, even if they were inspired by 
jealous local associations.

Ex-Speaker Carlisle Among the Interested

sociated Press.| The tariff discussion 
of the Fifty-second Congress opened in 
the House today, with Mr. McMillin of 
Tennessee leading the tariff reform 
gorces, and Mr. Dingley of Maine de- 
fending the McKinley law. To Repre- 
sentative Blount of Georgia, a parlia- 
mentarian of twenty years Congres- 
sional experience, was awarded the 
honor of presiding over the proceedings 
of the committee of the whole. In the 
days of long political wrangling that 
are to follow in the committee of the 
whole Speakr Crisp will find the respite 
he has so much desired. Today he oc- 
cupied. aseatin the gallery, and was 
ae interested an auditor as any of 
the other 2000 visitors who bent 
eagerly forward to catch every word 
of the partisan orators. The press and 
diplomatic galleries were crowded, but 
the crowning indication of the impor- 
tance of the discussion was the deep at- 
ention of the members themselves to 
the speakers. During Mr. McMillin’s 
: speech Mr, Burrows of Michigan anda 
‘few of his leading Republican colleagues 
ivacated their seats and gathered on the 
Democratic side to be near the Tennes- 
see gentleman as he arraigned their 
arty from a Democratic standpoint and 
efended the justice of the Springer 
Wool Bill and the various measures re- 
ported from the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee to reduce the duties on imports. 

When Mr. Dingley, although not a 
member of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, opened the discussion in behalf 
of the Republican side, no less flattering 
attention was paid him by his Deme- 
cratic opponerts. 

Senator Carlisle, under whose leader- 
ship as Speaker in past Democratic 
Houses the tariff debate. was revived, 
found the occasion of such charm that 
he left his seat in the upper body and 
was an attentive listener to the eloquent 
argument of Representative McMillin. 
No less vigilant was the attention’ with 
which.ex-Speaker Reed noted every ar- 
gument, not only of his friend, but of his 
political opponent as well, now and 
then there being a twinkle in his eye as

“tariff taxes ever levied in. this country 


and made the most extravagant appro- 
pridtions here in a time of peace. This 
Cotigress, he said, was sent here to cor- 
rect both'evils by imposing less taxes 
and by spending less money. Continu- 
ing he said: 
. The tariff law has now been in operation 
for # year and five months. Where are the 
beneficial effects that were to follow from 
it? Whereis that magnificent price the 
farmers and wool-growers were to realize 
from it? Where arethe increased wages 
the laboring man was to get? I say the 
farmer has realized from 2 to3 per cent. 
less oh the pound for his wool than he -did 
before, and I challenge any Representative 
here to point to a single line of manufac- 
tures in which laborers’ wages have been 
increased by that law. © 

Mr, McMillin said that the bill passed 
under the pretense of a desire to bene- 
fit the laboring man, but what benefit 
has it been to him? He then took up 
wool and said: 


_. The whole matter may be summed up in 


the fact that after twenty-five vears of ex- 
periment with high rates of duty on wool 
the result has been a reduction of one-half 
in the number of sheepin the States east 
of the Mississippi and Missouri Rivers and 
ut one-half in the prices 
of wool. Nor have the results 
couraging for wool manufacturers. They 
have been restricted as to the quality of 
wool they could afford to buy in grease by 
reason of the tariff; they have been re- 
stricted in the markec substantially to their 
own country; they have been forced to use 


‘shoddy as a substitute for woolen goods, 


and the sheep husbandmen have derived 
no subatantial benefit from the provisions 
of this act. 4s 

The speaker declared that now more 
than two-thirds of the expenses incurred 
duritig the late war have been paid, 
every legitimate excuse for an increase 
of rates disappeared, but not only has 
there been no reduction in tariff rates, 
but thev have been vastly increased, 
Touching on sugar, Mr. McMillin said: 

The authors of the bill take much credit 
to' themselves for having placed sugar on 
the free list. They did, it is true, place 
*some and most grades of sugar on the free 
list, but the finer grades are still taxed 
heavily for the benefit of the manufacturer, 
and he is left with more protection by that 
bill than by the rates imposed in the Mills 
bill.

000,000 to producers ot sugar as bounties. 
Again, while fifty odd million dollars’ tax 
was taken off of sugar, an increase of du- 
ties amounting to about $65,000,000 was 
put on other things and generally on néc- 
essaries of life. They removed the sugar 
tax, which yielded eight-ninths of its bene- 
fits to the treasury and but one to the man- 
ufacturer, only to place many millions 
more than the sugar tax on other 
things where but one-fourth of the 
law's exactions went into the treas- 
ury and three-fourths went into the 
private coffers of the favored manufactur- 
ers. It will be seen thatthe taxis still a 
burden of $48,009,000 indirectly to the 
people, and instead of their getting $60,- 
000,000 of relief by this change in taxes 
they hardly obtained $10,000,000 net ben- 
efit. The whole bill was characterized by 
conscienceless favoritism fora few and 
merciless oppression of many. In the con- 
sideration of the bill the manufacturer 
alone was favored, but the consumer was 
never considered. The exigencies of the 
preceding campaign had required a’vast 
sum of money to carry the elections. It 
was raised by rousing the apprehensions of 
some and promising benefits toothers. The 
promises of that campaign were put into 
statutory form. Every class except those 
who need it most has been benefited by the 
various laws passed by our opponents on 
the subject of taxation since 1865. 

In regard to reciprocity the speaker 
said: 

Iam astounded thatina free republic, 
where the right of taxation through the 
chosen representatives was bought with 
blood, such athing is possible as the sur- 
render of this right toone man. The most 
sacred right a freeman has is to determine 
the extent and manner of his taxation. 

The speaker denounced the rebate 
feature of the McKinley bill. By this 
means, he declared, very many agricul- 
tural implements and products of Ameri- 
can manufacturers were sold at a much 
lower rate to foreigners’ out of the 
United States than to citizens in it. 
Continuing McMillin said: 

Another most serious objection to the 
high rate of duties is the destructive in- 
fluence it has on our commerce. Many 
friends of high protection pretend to be- 
lieve, and have busied themselves to show, 
thatthe duty collected is not atax upon 
the people. ey claim itis a premium or 
tax paid by foreigners whose manufactures 
are sold in this country for the privilege of 
selling them here. Those holding to this 
view insist that the tariff is not a tax. 
When an American citizen buys here an ar- 
ticle manufactured abroad he pays notonly 
for the original cost abroad, but the cost of 
transportation to this country and the duty 
collected at the port of entry, and when he 
uses and consumes the article he pays the 
tax imposed by the government on it.. It 
makes no difference whether he or some 
prior dealer has handed the money to the 
customs officer, Not only this, but when an 
American citizen buys goods manufactured 
here which are sold daily in competition 
with goods of like character and that have 
similar use, and are imported from abroad, 
he has to pay the cost of production here, 
or, in many instances, an amount equal to 
or nearly equal to the rate of duty fixed on 
foreign goods so competing. If the 
foreigner and fiot our citizens pay 
duty, ‘why did we relieve im 
from peying millions of tax for us on su- 
gar? hy not let him continue to pay this 
fifty odd millions? If no other good re- 
sulted from the McKinley bill it taught the 
American people that the tariff is atax, and 
a tax upon the ony who consume the ar. 
ticles upon which itis levied. The tax was 
removed from sugar and the price went 
down in all American markets an amount 
about.equal tothe duty removed. On the 


other hand, when an additional tax was im- 


posed. on tin-plate it went up all over the 
country. Soin pearl buttons, upon which 
the duty was vastly increased; soon linen 
goods. Whatever may have been the situa- 
tion before the American people have come 
to know that the tariff is a tax and have 
dealt with those who increased the tax in 
the last Congress accordingly, by adminis- 
tering to the authors of the high rates we 
now have to pay the greatest rebuke that

SHOT TO DEATH. 


Details of the Negro Lynching at 
Memphis. 


The Three Victims Literally Riddled With 
Bullets by the Mob—Fears That 
Thelr Friends May Make 

Trouble. , 


By Telegraph to The Times, 

Mempuis (Tenn.,) March 9.—[By the 
Associated Press.|] This morning’s 
light disclosed the dead bodies of the 
three negroes, who were taken from 
jail during the night, riddled with bul- 
lets and partly covered with brush and 
lying in an open lot about a mile anda 
half from the heart of thecity. The 
negroes had been taken from jail by 
seventy-five masked men and shot to 
death. The names of the men are Cal- 
vin McDowell, William Stuart and 
Theodore Moss. The crime for which 
this summary vengeance was wreaked 
upon them was the ambushing and shoot- 
ing down on Saturday night of four 
deputy sheriffs in the locality known as 
‘‘The Curve,’’ while the officers were 
looking fox‘a negro for whose arrest 
they had a warrant. 

About 8 o’clock this morning seventy- 
five men, all wearing masks, appeared 
suddenly on Front street, near the jail. 
By a ruse three men obtained entrance 
to the jail -yard and overpowered 
Watchman O'Donnel, whom they bound 
and gagged. The others were then ad- 
mitted and a search for the negroes 
was begun. A guard, in the meantime, 
had been put over the watchman. 
There were twenty-seven negroes there, 
all under arrest for complicity in Sat- 
day night's’ affair, and it was no easy 
task to distinguish the three negroes 
wanted. The mob went from cell to 
cell, the thoroughly alarmed inmates 
coming to the doors and unwittingly 
aiding them in their search, Alice 
Mitchell heard the. noise and from her 
cell peered down on the strange and 
silent crowd. Moss, the mail carrier, 
was the first man identified., He was 
taken from his cell and bound and 
gagged and soon after McDonald and 
Stuart were found and taken care ofin - 


The captives being ready, they were 
dragged, pushed and hurried out of the 
jail. Inafew minutes the suburbs of 
‘tthe city were reached, and in an open 
field near Wolf River the*negroes met 
their doom. Ashot from a revolver 
crashed through the cheek of. Moss. 
This was the signal for the work. A 
terrible volley was poured in upon the 
shivering negroes, who instantly fell 
dead. The bodies presented a horrible 
sight. McDowell’s jaw was entirely 
shot away and back of his right ear was 
a hole large enough to admita man’s 
fist. His right hand, too, was. half 
blown off. Stuart wasshotin the mouth 
and twice in the back of the head and 
his body was riddled with buckshot. 

oss had an ear shot off, and there were 
several bullet holes in his forehead. 
The mob turned about after it com- 
pleted its terrible work and coming 
toward town scattered and disappeared. 

The bodies of the dead negroes were 
brought to Walsh’s undertaking estab- 
lishmeat this morning. In less than 
fifteen minutes the place w qs sur- 
rounded by about twenty negroes, all 
afraid to talk, however, on account of 
the proximity of the whites. ; 

The inquest was held at 10 o’clock, 
and the bodies were then sent to their 
homes at ‘*The Curve.”’ 

At 10:15 this morning word reached 
this city that negroes were assembling 
in large numbers at ‘‘The Curve" and 
Judge Dubose immediately equipped 
150 men with Winchesters and they 
have left the city for that locality.

“ye Warm Weather Thought not to Have 

Done Mach Harm. 
» Petatuma, March 9.—While the late 
north wind was excessively hot and 
drying, but little if any damage was 
done in this section. Vegetation was 
forced, andthe more advanced grain 
drooped a little, but the dew of the last 
two nights has made it look bright 
again.

The only fault with the weather 
is that it is rather warm for this season 
‘of the year, butit is advancing vegeta- 
tion very fast. 

St. Hevena, March 9.—A severe north 
wind which has been blowing for sev- ., 
eral days has subsided. It has done no 
special damage except drying the 
ground. Grain will suffer unless rain 
comes inside a week. The weather is 
very warm. Fruit trees are in blossom. 
Everything looks promising unless a 
prolonged dry spell or late spring frosts 
come to change the prospects. 

Cuico, March 9.—The north wind 
which has been prevailing for the last 
five davs has decreased in force. No 
material damage has been done to grow- 
ing grain. There is plenty of moisture 

still in the ground.

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TO KILL DIAZ. 


A Band of Men Sworn to Assassinate 
the Mexican President. 

Paso pei Norte (Mexico,) March 4.— 
[Correspondence.| It is learned here 
on best of authority that there will be 
a determined effort to assassinate Pres- 
ident Diaz should he be reélected and 
inaugurated as President. It is said 
thata body of determined men, who 
have been compelled to live in exile 
during the Diaz reign, are so anxious 
to get back to the land of their 
birth that they will do anything 
in their power to overthrow the Pres- 
idency that is becoming so much like 
the reign of a monarch. It is believed, 
and with good reason, that this band of 
men have sworn to kill Diaz. They 
have drawn lots and each will take his 
turn at the matter. If the first one 
fails then the others will follow until 
either Diaz is killed or all the men have 
been killed. It is claimed by those who 
are in a position to know that this band 
of men will undoubtedly carry out the 
idea, and that there are hundreds of 
others who will follow in their footsteps 
if they fail. 

There isa plot to rid the country of 
Diaz and it will undoubtedly be success- 
ful in the long run unless the President 
takes warning and leaves the chair for 
some one else to fill. One of the great 
causes ot discontent is the fact that 
Diaz has taken to himself all the rights 
of a dictator and even assumés the 
power of life and: death over the 
people. Should this matter be as 
it is said to be the life of the 
President of Mexico will not be worth 
insuring for the next three months. 
Diazis put foward as the most pro- 
gressive President the republic has 
ever had, yet there are many things 
which he does which show that his pro- 

ressiveness is all for the benefit of 

iaz, andthe result is that those peo- 
ple who love their country will try hard 
get rid of the incubus. 


FIGHT BETWEEN STALLIONS. 


A Strange Battle Ending in the Death of 
Both Animals. 

LeaveNworts (Kan.,) March 1.—[Cor- 
respondence.| Onthe farm of David 
Pulliam, about four miles northwest of 
this city, was witnessed one of the 
fiercest battles between two stallions 
that has ever been seen in this part of 
the country. Mr. Pulliam is a breeder 
of fine stock and he has had two stal- 
lions which cost him $7000 
‘each. They were imported Perch- 
erons and were both extra fine animals. 
For some time the horses have been no- 
ticed to be trying to get together, but 
they were kept in strong stalls and it 
was supposed that their actions were 
simply the usual actions of stallions. 
Last Thursday afternoon, when both 
the animals were taken out into the ad- 
joining yards to be exercised, they were 
greatly excited and endeavored to get 
to each other. By some mischance they 
got away from their hostlers and made 
a dash at fhe fence, which broke down 
under their combined assault. 

When the animals got together it was 
like the meeting of giants and the fight 
was the most furocious on the record. 
They struggled for supremacy in a way 
that was simply grand. They bit and 
tore great pieces out of each other and 
their kicks and strokes with their fore 
feet wereterrible. It was impossible 
to do anything toward parting them 
and the owner was compelled to look 
helplessly on while the enraged 
brutes fought. One of the animals was 
about 200 pounds heavier than the 
other, but what the lighter animal lost 
in strength he made up in agility, and 
his attack was so rapid that he finally 
got the larger horse down and kicked 
and pawed himto death. The victor 
was so badly beaten that he, too, died in 
afew hours afterthefight.

ADIRONDACK GUIDES. 


Getting Shot Through the Neck Was a 
Mere Trifle. 
[Forest and Stream. ] 

Achapter might be written on the 
doings and sayings of Adirondack guides 
and their knowledge of natural history, 
acquired mainly by observation, partly 
by listening to the conversation of gen- 
tlemen who have made it more or less a 
study. Many of these woodsmen are 
not only close, but also very intelligent, 
observers, and have. been possessed of 
much valuable information not found in 
books, which often positively and un- 
deniably contradict statements made by 
professional writers. They turn their 
knowledge to good account. in 
being better able than the more 
ignorant guides to give their employers 
good success in hunting and fishing, 
thus making reputations for themselves 
which render their services specially 
desired. Sucha one was,Sim, at Loon 
Lake. But he was prone to mingle 
some fiction with much fact ashe would 
sit by the campfire and relate expe- 
riences and tell stories. Speaking at 
one time of the habits and intelligence 
of animals, he illustrated the sagacity 
of a bear which he once trapped and 
which escaped in a peculiar manner. 
The bear, according to Sim, dragged 
the trap to the trumk of a 
large tree, up which it. crawled 
with its forefeet until it could rest its 
hind feet upon the heavy spring of the 
trap, but bruin was surprised to find 
that his weight was not sufficient to 
work the spring, ‘‘and under such cir- 
cumstances what do you suppose that 
fellow did?’’ said Sim, answering his 
own question by saying: ‘‘He actually 
stuck his claws intothe bark of the tree 
and pushed down hard enough to supply 
the needed power to open the trap, and 
if yous don’t believe it come with me 
and l'll show you the marks he made.”’ 

To illustrate how an observing guide 
draws conclusions from his surround- 
ings, this incident may be related of John 
Hitchcock, a guide at Number Four.

After Hitchcock had somewhat recov- 
ered from the shock he whispered quite 
assuringly; “‘Don't be afraid this will 
kill me; I’¥Ve shot deer many a time 
through the neck and it never seemed 
to hurt ’em much.’’ In the course of a 
week he walked to his home in Low- 
ville.

NINETY FEET OF RATTLERS. 


Three Men, a Shotgun and an Eel-spear 
Bag Thirty Rattlers. 

[Hancock (N. Y.) dispatch to N. Y. Sun.] 
While fhe mountain south of this vil- 
lage has always been noted as a pro- 
lific -retreat for rattlesnakes, it was 
hardly thought capable of such‘a large 
single yield of these reptiles as the 
crop that Frank Lakin, his brother 
Lew and Frank Doyle of this place 
The 
locality is rocky and wild, and one spot 


near the Stockport road is known as | 


the Overhanging Rock. Frank Lakin 
was in that locality and heard the sound 
of rattlesnake rattles. He was familiar 
with the sound, but this particular rat- 
tle was so loud and long-continued that 
he concluded it was not the work ofa 
single snake. 
tigate. The sound came froma hole or 
a hollow over Overhanging Rook. 
Lakin climbed around until he got 
where he could look into’the depres- 
sion. The hollow was one mass of rat- 
tlesnakes. They were rolled in balls, 
and were sporting about and rattling as 
if they were holding some kind of a fes- 
tival. 7 

Lakin got his brother, Frank Doyle, a 
shotgun and a spring eel-spear.. The 
party returned tothe rocks. The gun, 
loaded with heavy shot, was discharged 
into the center of a wriggling and 
writhing mass of snakes, and then the 
patent eel-spear was brought into use. 
At the discharge of the gun the snakes 
that were not killed or injured glided 
away in all directions and escaped into 
fissures of the rocks. Before the last 


fleeing snake disappeared, however, 


Lakin and his companion had cleared 
up thirty rattlers. They estimated that 
twice as many as that escaped. The 
rattlesnakes were all of the black va- 
riety, with the exception of one. That 
one was like no other rattlesnake any 
ever saw before. It was of a light blue 
color, and resembles a blue racer more 
than a rattlesnake, although it had as 
fine set of rattles, as any snake éyér 
carried. The thirty snakes laidina 
line measured ninety-one feet. “t 
This haul of rattlesnakes is believed 
to be the biggest that has ever been 
made at one time inthis locality since 
the big catch make in 1866 by Sim’ 
Hall, the famous snakehunter. He 
broughtin 110 immense rattlesnakes 
that he had killed in one raid on Hawk's 
Mountain.

INDIAN CURIOS. 
_ An afternoon long to be remembered for 
its enjoyment was that spent a few days 
ago by a small party of Pasadenians at the 
ome of Indian Agent H, N. Rust in South 
asadena. 

After leaving the main road and entering 
the ranch the drive to the house is lined on 
either side with “‘gristmills,’’ not of frame 
and water power, but hollowed basins with 
stone pestles, used with much labor by the 
early Indians in grinding their daily food. 
The entrance to the house is through a 
sunny, screened porch, the eeilings hung 
with what the visitors in their ignorance 
supposed to betheathen gods, but which are 
in reality antique water bottles. Spears 
are hung upon the walls and Indian bas. 
kets, filled with oranges, are scattered here 
and there. Of course, the visitors had 
heard of the famous collection of Indian 
baskets, but they were not prepared for the 
many other rare treasures which the house 
contained. 

Totem poles from Alaska side by side 
with skirts woven entirely of different col- 
ored beads, the pride of some Indian 
maiden; cabinets of unearthed curios from 
different mounds of unwritten histories, 
their origin only guesswork, consisting of 
spears, belts, pipes, pottery, vases, bottles, 
etc. 

Then how shall the Indian baskets be 
described? Somelarge enough to hold logs 
that would fit the fireplace of a Puritan in 
the time of the Mayflower down to those 
small as a modern bon-bon dish. Baskets 
from the different tribes on the Pacific 
Coast, woven with devices of beads and 
feathers, one being especially famous—the 

ft of the celebrated Helen Hunt; another 

nty one woven by a maiden, who, in the 
last stages of consumption, presented it to 
Mr. Rust with the request that her body 
should not be buried according to the cus. 
tom of her tribe, but that it be givena 
Christian burial. Pein

A VICTIM OF MORPHINE.

Raising Dueks. 
[American Culti¥ator.] 

If the ducks are desired to lay early 
feed them well and.see that they have 
a warm place and plenty of straw to go 
into nights. If early ducks are wanted 
for market the eggs must be hatched 
under hens or in the incubator, as the 
ducks will not set early enough. If set 
in February it requires four weeks to 
hatch them out, and ten weeks more of 
liberal and judicious feeding should fit 
them for market at the time when they 
bring the highest prices. The earliest 
should weigh five pounds éach in May. 
Prices begin to fall usually in June. 


The Chino ranch is now the scene 
of some lively agricultural operations. 
The big steam plow is turning up to 
the sun thirty acres of virgin. soil dai- 
ly, and about fifty more are being 
plowed by horse power. The seeders 
are drilling about eighty acres daily.

MOUNT WILSON RAILWAY. 


Work on Construction to be Com- 
menced at Once. 


Something About the Plan Which Has 
Been Adopted. 


Going Up Into and Beyond the Clouds 
on a Tangent. 


The Half.way House—Where It is to be 
and How WIll be Reached— 
The Projected Road 
Beyond. 


The mountain railroad, so long talked 


‘aboutand so generally desired, is at 


last taking definiteshape, After a long 
and expensive course of prospecting 
and preliminary surveys, Prof. T. 8S. C. 
Lowe, the projector of the enterprise, 
has found a route exactly to his liking, 
and on this the final stakes have been 
driven. The work of grading will be 
commenced today or tomorrow,’ and 
the projector promises that by the 15th 
of next July trains will be running up 
into the mountains, 

The general plan adopted is as fol- 
lows: Just back of Altadena there is a 
spur of the Sierra Madre range which 
stands out in bold relief. It hasan alti- 
tude of between 8200 and 86500 feet 
above sea level, and the sides rise quite 
precipitately. The summit of this spur 
is about 1600 feet above the base, 


transported, not only the materials for 
‘the hotel, but forthe rest of the line. 
A party consisting of Prof. Lowe, 
Messrs. William H. Knight, Edward 
Hatton and a fepresentative of Tar 
Times paid a visit to the half-way sum- 
mit the other day and looked over the 
ground as thoroughly as possible to that 
point. It was one hour’s easy drive from 
Hotel Green in Pasadena to a little 
abandoned ‘fruit farm in the mouth of 
Rubio Cafion. There the carriage was 
exchanged for saddle animals—three 
trim little mules and a burro—and, tak- 
ing a path that led up the bed of the 
cafion, the party were soon climbing a 
narrow, winding trail cut out around 
the sides of the mountain. This trail, 
which, in its winding way, is about six 
miles long, developed much more scenic 
interest than one would dream of 
in looking from a distance at 
the face of the apparently bald 
mountain. The mountain sides are 
covered with chapparel, and from 
many points on the trail one can look 
down from 200 to 500 feet into Rubio 
Cafion. The roarof the stream which 
runs in its bed may be heard nearly to 
the summit. Half way up thereisa 
deep cafion with precipitous cliffs on 
the opposite side, which developsa won- 
derful echo. In this cliff a family of 
eagles nest and they may be seen soar- 
ing over the abyss at all hours of the 
day. ‘A beautiful waterfall—called the 
Bridal Veil—drops over the face of the 
cliff where acajion opens. There are 
many romantic nooks about the mount- 
ain, including ‘Point of Rocks,”’’ 
‘‘Lover’s Leap’’ and others which will 
doubtless be named when people with 
fancies begin to visit the place. Some 
timber and a beautiful picture of rank 
vegetation may be seen in the cajion be- 
low, but this mountain does not take 


where it debouches upon the foothills. }the travelerinto the really timbered 


On the eastern slope of the spur there 
is a continuous ridge rising from’ 
bottom to top. 

It is proposed to utilize this ridge to 
build railroad tracks upon, leading from 
a point in Rubio Cajion to the top of 
the spur. Double tracks will be laid 
and upon this cars will be operated by 
the counterpoise system, that is, a steel 
cable will be run over sheaves, and one 
car will ascend as the other descends, 
each counterbalancing the weight of 
the other and reducing the operating 
ange toaminimum. The power will 

electricity, generated by a dynamo, 
the dynamo actuated by a. turbine 
wheel run by the stream in Rubio Cafion. 
Itis calculated that 100 horse-power 
may be thus secured. The tracks will 
tise at an angle of 60 degrees, with the 
horizontal; that is, for each ten feet ad- 
vance there will be a rise of six feet. 
The cars are to be fitted with cog- 
wheel attachments and rail clamps, so 
asto be absolutely safe. The tracks 
will run up the mountain side almost 
In no piace will 
there be a departure to right or left of 
a straight line, and the -vertical_rise 
and fall from an incline plane will not 
be more than four or five feet in the 
most uneven place. Only one trestle 
will be required, and that a short one, 
bridging a deHression of about six feet. 
The length of this line will be about 
2600 feet, in which distance the rise 
is 1600 feet. 

The foot ofthe inclined railway. will 
be weuched at first by an eas¥ wagon 
road running a short distance up the 
cafion. But an all-rail connection will 
soon be made. The Terminal Railway 
Company, which purchased and is now 
operating the Altadena line, is under 
contract to extend its road twoand one- 
fourth miles beyond its present ter- 
minus. and make a depot at the foot of 
the inclined railroad. The mountain 
company also holdsan option on the} 
Street-car line connecting Pasadena 
with Altadena, and, in time, may con- 
vert it into an electric line and extend 
it to the same  egpanre It is possible 
that they may also extend it down the 
valley all the way to Los Angeles. But 
that is in the future. 

As soon as the inclined road shall be 
in operation to the summit of the spur in 
question, so that it will be serviceable 
for transporting material, the com- 
pany proposes to grade off the 
top of the mountain, which al- 
ready presents quite a nice plateau, 
and erect thereon a fine hotel, with a 
front 200 feet long, looking out over 
the valley and a wing of 200 feet run- 
ning back toward the mountains. This 
hotel will be the head-center for future 
operations, Itis just abvuut half-way 
up the mountains in point of elevation 
(though not in distance,) and will prob- 
ably be called the Half-way House. 
This will be the great place of enter- 
tainment for visitors. It will be high 
enough to command the purest air; 
though not in the snow belt it will be 
cool in summer; will always be free 
from fogs, and will command the finest 
possible view of the outlying country— 
iner than that from the summit of the 
range, becausé nearer and presenting 
objects more distinctly. Just below 
and just back of the hotel site there are 
little subsidiary plateaus, which will be 
serviceable for es It is believed 
that these sites will be occupied and 
that the mountain top will furnisha 
popular place for summer residence. 

A Los Angeles man mightreside there 
with his family and go back and forth 
every day. He- would step aboard the 
inclined railway and be at the foot of 
the mountain in tenminutes. He would 
then board a Terminal car, and, inside 
of an hour after leaving the summit, he 
would be in Los Angeles. 

The top of the mountain spur fur- 
nishes space not only for a hotel and 
cottage sites, but standing room for 
Cats, there is good soil and trees; 
vines and flowers ofall sorts will grow 
here to perfection. 

The Mount Wilson road will not stop 
at this point. The track will swing 
around the front of the hotel and take 
along a 4‘hog-back’’ to the west, by 
which it wili climb, at an easy. grade, 
and by acircuitous route, the higher 
peaks. Onthis upper section the cable 
and cog-wheel attachments will not be 
required. but the cars will be operated 
with dy namos, the same as those on the 
electric line, in this city. Probably 
they will carry extra safeguards in the 
way of brakes. The route proposed 
swings around to the left of a peak 
back of the hotel site, aud takes 
along the northen slope of the range 
toward the east—in the direction of 
Wilson’s Peak. It will eventually 
reach an altitude of 6000 feet. This 
will be the most picturesque portion of 
the route. Within ten minutes after 
leaving the hotel, upward-bound, pas- 
sengers will find themselves in a fine 
forestof pine, hemlock and oak timber, 
looking down. into the Arroyo Seco, 
which is described as the grandest 
cafion in the Sierra Madre range. Ten 
minutes later they will skirt Eaton's 
Cafion and gaze into its cavernous 
deptés, The railroad is projected ten 
or twelve miles beyound the hotel, 
which will take & to the site of the ob- 
servatory on Wilson’s Peak. It will be 
full of surprises and thrilling interest 
every rod of the way. 

As stated, the first object will be to 
construct the inclined road to the half- 


region. 

At the summit is camped the party of 
surveyors who are setting stakes for the 
road. There are three or four tents 
and a neat little frame building about 
twelve feet square. There isaisoa flag- 

ole, forty-five feet high, which carriesa 
arge flag. From the foot of the trail 
these look like a handkerchief flying 
fromaramrod All.the materials for 
construction were packed up the trail 
on burro-back. The surveying party is 
in charge of Mr. McPherson, with three 
or four assistants. They have tramped 
all over the mountains of this section, 
spying out eligible routes for the rail- 
road, and are now entitled to rank as 
accomplished mountaineers. While the 
party were on the summit flash signals 
were exchanged with Prof. Lowe’s son 
Sorbie, who had taken position on the 
roof of the Pasadena Operahouse. 

The line of the projected inclined 
railway may be readily traced, as the 
chapparel has been cut away inaclean 
line down the mountainside, and stakes 
are set at short distances. 

The outlook from the top of the spur 
is grand beyond description. In the 
foreground are spread out the green- 
carpeted fields of Pasadena and the 
San Gabriel Valley; away to the south 
the Puente Hills, looking as though cov- 
ered with velvet plush; to the west, 
nestling behind Jow hills, the city of 
Los Angeles, and the far horizon is 
bounded by the Pacific Ocean. On a 
clear day with the naked eyeone can 
see thé surf rolling in. Santa Monica, 
Redondo and the contour of San Pedro 
Bay are easily distinguishable. 

_Everybody will be glad to know that 
the mountain railway is at last in such 
a fair way of accomplishment, and 
everybody and his sisters, his cousins 
and his aunts will take advantage of it 
to visit the summit assoon asit isin 
successful operation.

THE COURTS. 


The Gonzales-Guadello Jury Fail 


to Agree. 


Three of the Twelve Men Stood for 
Acquittal, 


A Verdict Reached in the Lem-Darcy 
Damage Suit. 


The Chinaman Awarded $775—Ah Chow 
On Trial for Assault to Muarder— 
Divorces Granted—News 
of the Courts. 


The trial of the case against Ricardo 
Gonzales and Bettiero de Guadello, the 
two confidence men charged with hav- 
ing had dies in their possession for the 


purpose of counterfeiting $5 pieces, at. 


Delano in Kern county last November, 
was resumed before Judge Ross anda 
jury in the United States District 
Court yesterday morning. Upon motion 
of C. O. Stephens, Esq., counsel for the 
defendants, the case, which had been 
practically closed on Tuesday after- 
noon, was reopened for the introduc- 
tion of further testimony. Gilbert 
Smith, a jeweler, was then called for 
the defense, for the purpose of proving 
that the dies found in the defendants’ 
possession were not the same as those 
used by the Government in the 
manufacture .of $5 pieces, but 
the objection of the United States 
Attorney tothe witness being allowed 
to testify on the ground that he was 
shown to be an expert in the manu- 
facture of dies was. sustained by the 
Court and the case was again closed. 

The matter, after argument, was 
finally submitted ‘o the jury at 2:30 
o’clock, but that body failed to reach 
an agreement, although twice in- 
structed by the Court as to the law and 
facts in the case, which left little or no 
doubt as to the guilt of the defendants, 
and at 6 o'clock the jurors were dis- 
charged. It was ascertained from 4 re- 
liable source that the jury stood rine 
to three in favor of conviction. 

THE LEM-DARCY Case. 

In Department Two yesterday morn- 
ing the trial of the case of George C. 
Lem vs. P. M. Darcy, an action to re- 
cover $10,000 damages for alleged 
false imprisonment in October, 1887,

The matter, after argument, was sub- 
mitted to the jury at 4 o’clock p.m., 
and two hours later that body returned 
a verdict for the plaintiff, assessing his 
damages at $775. 

A MURDEROUS CHINAMAN. 

Ah Chow, a Chinese laborer, appeared 
before Judge Smith in Department 1 
yesterday for trial upon the charge of 
having on January 9 last assaulted a 
section ‘‘boss,’’ named M. J. Shea, with 
intent to commit murder, near Bur- 
bank. Deputy District Attorney Diehl 
and W. Fitzgerald, Esq., appeared for 
the prosecution and J.. Marion Brooks, 
Esq., represented the defendant. 

The work of selecting the jury occu- 
pied the attorneys until noon, but upon 
reconvening after lanch the complain- 
ant. Shea, a burly Hibernian, was called 
to the stand by the prosecution and tes- 
tified to the effect that on January 9 
last he was superintending a gang of 
Chinese laborers at work tifon the 
Southern Pacific track near Burbank, 
when the defendant took umbrage at 
some remark he made and picking up a 
heavy piece of wook struck the witness 
on the head with it, inflicting a serious 
scalp wound.

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PACIFIC MAIL’S PLUM. 


The Merchants to Ask That It 
be Taken Away. 


A Fat Subsidy That Seems to be 
Dangerous. | 


Proposed Move on the Part of the 
Traffic Association. 


_ Amounts Received by the Steamship Com- 


pany for Each Year Since 1887— 
Untair Passage Rates—A 
Shipper's Views.

‘We merchants don’t like the pros- 
pects,” said the shipper who made the 
above calculation yesterday. 

Can any one blame them? 

Looking into the future is no more en- 
couraging than is the backward glance 
in this case. The merchants declare 
that the $14,555,000 already paid by 
the railroads to shut off steamship com- 
wetition, as pointed out by the Call last 
Saturday, should never have been per- 
mitted to have gone into the coffers of 
the Pacific Mail. 

“Who paid that mohey?”’ asked alead- 
ing shipper last evening. ‘Did it come 
out of the railroad companies? Not a 
bit of it. We people of California paid 
it ourselves. We have only ourselves 
to blame. We should have been awake 
to what was going on. We should have 
stopped this thing long ago.’’ 

The Traffic Association people do not 


' think it is too late yet.

“They keep those figures mighty 
dark,’’ he assured the reporter. 

All of the old contracts and agree- 
ments of the Transcontinental Associa- 
tion are supposed to he hidden out of 
sight in the archives of that very close 
combination, but the. following para- 
graph trom the original agreement 
with the Pacific Mail was unearthed 
yesterday: , 

‘It is agreed that the subsidy now paid 
the Pacific Mail Steamship Company 
for its steamers between San Francisco 
and New York State be borne by the 
severa) railroad companies here repre- 
sented, in the proportions of their rev- 
enues from San Francisco business car- 
ried under this agreement.”’ 

This clause has been reaffirmed from 
time to time, and included in the later 


‘agreements made betweenthe Trans- 


continental Association and the rail- 
roads. | 

It was, and is, incumbent upon the 
chairman of the association to make up 
the amounts due the Mail Company un- 
der the subsidy arrangement monthly, 
and the chairman of the association 
‘shall immediately notify all parties of 
the amount of their proportions of the 
same, baged on the last month’s busi- 
ness of the railroads, for which accounts 
have been made and rendered, and 
within thirty days from the date of no- 
tice.’’ 

An ex-railroad man, who was inter- 
viewed on the subject, said: ‘‘During 
the year 1884, when the Transconti- 
nental Association paid the Pacific Mail 
$95,000 a month, the amount guaran- 
teed and paid over was greatly in ex- 
cess of the value of the business to the 
overland lines. The steamship com- 
pany knew well enough that it was 
making more money under this guaranty 
than it could under normal conditions. 
The same condition of things exist to- 
day. Now look at these figures, taken 
from the books of the Transcontinetal 
Association from February to May, 
1884, and you will see the point. 
These figures represent the actual earn- 
ings of the steamship company on _ busi- 
ness between this city and New York: 
34,000

Average per month...........$ 37,750 
‘‘Now, you know under normal condi- 
tions the Pacific Mail would earn even 
less than $87,750 a month in this busi- 
ness—l mean if there were competition 
with the railroads. But the railroads 
are now paying it $75,000, or twice 
that amount, to keep its hands off the 
overland traffic.”’ 
Under the interstate commerce law 
transportation companies are not per- 
mitted to charge a greater rate for a 
shorter than for a longer haul when the 
shorter haul is included within the 
longer. If the Mail Company were in 
every way amenable to that law it 
would at once be hauled up short by the 
Interstate Commerce Commissioners. 
Its passenger and freight rates are, in 
many instances, higher to Central Amer- 
ican ports from this city than they are 
to New York. The freight schedule is 
not available, but here are some of the 
passenger tariff figures: ah 


this unfair arrangement,”’ said Presi- 
dent Stetson yesterday. “‘The Traffic 
Association will bring its entire force to 
bear in assisting Senator Felton in his 
ficht. Heis going to introduce a reso- 
lution asking for the withholding of the 
subsidy paid by the Government to the 
Mail Company. That will bring the Pa- 
cific Mail people to terms, we think.”’ 

‘‘But how do you intend to proceed?”’ 

“My plan is to drafta petition to 
Congress in support of Mr. Felton’s 
measure. That petition will call at- 
tention to the way in which the steam- 
ship company is combining with the 
railroads, and it will set forth the facts 
of the case in such a way that Congress 
cannot but see the necessity of the ac- 
tion proposed. 

‘Do you think you can get signers to 
such a petition?’’ 

“Plenty of them. Every merchant 
who ships freight by rail can be readily 
made to see that the combination as it 
is now working is aimed directly against 
his interests and against the interests 
of San Francisco.”’ 

“But the Pacific Mail’s power is 
great, both in a political and private 
way.”’ 

‘+ know that, and I realize that there 
may be some of the shippers who may 
deem it to their interest to keep quiet, 
but I am sure that all those who can be 
made to see what is dependent upon the 
effort will be with us, We will send 
such a petition to Congress as will 
make the case plain and secure a hear- 
ing for our side.”’ 

Mr. Stetson talked at some length 
about the subsidy, and showed that he 
was perfectly familiar with its work- 
ings and its effect upon competition. 

‘That $14,000,000 which the Call 
showed as having been paid by the 
overland railroads has been a dead loss 


of that amount to San Francisco, to say 


nothing of what it has lost in other 
ways by having the rates of transporta- 
tion maintained on a high basis. It is 
really too bad, and 1 am glad to see the 
Call taking the matter up in the way 
itis doing. It isa matter that cannot 
be agitated too much. The Call is 
doing splendid service to the shippers 
of San Francisco.’’ 

Other merchants who 


were inter- 


viewed on the subject said that they | 


had read the Call articles and were 
pleascU with the array of facts set 
forth. 

‘These figures the paper gave tell 
the story better‘than columns and col- 
umns and columns on the subject,’’ said 
one man in the hardware business. ‘‘It 
Was an eye-opener to note that so large 
an amount as $14,000,000 had been 
spentin barring out competition and 
Keeping down the growth of the city. 
Think what that amount would do for 
our streets, for our public buildings or 
for our parks!”’ 

Of course the actual figures. repre- 
senting the amounts paid by the rail- 
roads each year since 1877, are:not’ac- 
cessible. They are closely guarded by 
the Pacific Mail people, as they are also 
by the railroad companies, but the fol- 
lowing memorandum was handed toa 
Call reporter yesterday by a person who 
has kept the general run of them. The 
memorandum reads as follows:

These figures show a total that is 
$490,000 greater than the total shown 
by the first figures given by the Call.

THE EMPLOYERS WON, 


San Francisco Labur Difficulties 
Suddenly Ended. 


The Result a Complete Victory for 
the Employers. 


Shoemakers Resume Work and Re- 
nounce the Unions. 


A Majority of the Brewery Employes 
Also Elect to Obey Their Employers 
Rather Than the Council of 
Federated Trades. 


The anticipated labor war in San 
Francisco has been brought to a sudden 
termination, and has resulted in a com- 
plete victory for the employers. e 
Examiner of Tuesday gives the follow- 
ing details: 

ENDED BEFORE IT BEGUN. 
To all present appearances the antici- 


employed of this city has ended before it 
was fairly begun and in a complete victory 
for the manufacturers. The parties di- 
rectly interested in the contest, as it has 
existed during the last week, were the shoe 
manufacturers and their employés and the 
boss brewers and their workmen. In the 
nine breweries belonging to the Brewers’ 
Protective Association notice had been 
given thatif the boycott existing against 
the Jackson brewery was not declared off 
by yesterday all workmen in the nine es- 
tavlishments mentivned who affiliated with 
the Federated Trades Council or the subor- 
dinate unions would be discharged. Ex- 
actly the same kind ofan ultimatum had 
been given the employés of the various shoe 
manufactories, the object in this case being 
to remove the boycott existing agalaost 
Cahn, Nickelsburg & Co. . 
OVERTURES FOR ARBITRATION, 

On Friday last the Council of Federated 
Trades decided to ask the members of the 
Manufacturers’ Association, which was re- 
garded as a body having authority to act 
tor the employers generally, to submit the 
existing differences to arbitration, or at 
least to agree to the holding of a confer- 
ence between representatives of oth par- 
ties. A communication embodying these 
requests was forwarded to the Manufac- 
turers’ Association, and that body called a | 
meeting for 1:30 o'clock yesterday after- 


plying vo it. 

The rep'y which was finally agreed upon 
was not .a'cnlated to be very satisiactory 
to the Fedérated Trades Council. being in 
effect simply a refusal to interfere in the 
existing troubles until called upon to do so 
by the employers. Following is the full 
textof a communication, which was ad- 
dressed to J. H. Roxburgh, secretary of the 
Executive Committee of the Federated 
Trades, and signed by President Henry L. 
Davis of the Manufacturers’ Association: 

PRESIDENT DAVIS'S REPLY. 

‘‘Dear sir: Your communication duly re. 
ceived was presented tothe board of di- 
rectors ef this association at its regular 
meeting this afternoon and Iam authorized 
to quote the following extract from the 
constitution of this association, to-wit: 

***That in case of astrike or boycott in 
any of the different trades represented in 
this association, which cannot be settled b 
the trade involved in such difficulty, it shall 
be the duty of the board of directors to in. 
vestigate the trouble, act as an arbitration 
committee, or recommend such means or 
take such steps to end the strike or boycott 
as it may deem advisable or necessary.’ : 

‘‘Also to add the conclusion of the board 
that asthe various organizations repre- 
sented in this association have not requested 
its action, any conference by this associa. 
tion with any organization except on such 
request is deemed inexpedient and unjusti- 
fiable.’’~ 

SHOEMAKERS SURRENDER, 

The action of the manufacturers. natu. 
rally destroyed whatever hope might have 
existed of arbitration being agreed to, but 
many of the workmen appear to have 
considered that the fight was lost without 
waiting to see what answer would be made 
to their communication. At all events the 
surrender of the shoemakers appears to 
have been full and complete. Inall the 
factories in which the ‘‘anti-boycott’’ no. 
tices were served on the empleyés the lat- 
ter, both male and female, wentto work 
yesterday morning, stating to their em- 
ployers that they no longer bélonged to 
the union. On that statement they were 
allowed¢o resume their accustomed tasks, 
Among those whothus abjured unionism 
were several who have heretofore taken an 
unusually active part against the bosses. 
Two only outof the sixty ormore union 
menin J. Nolan's factory declined to ac. 
cept the terms offered, preferring to risk 
discharge. One was immediately dis. 
missed, but the other being president of the 
Shoemakers’ Union, it was felt that his po- 
sition was sufficiently awkward to entitle 
him to some consideration. His case was 
therefore laid over. 

The employés of Jones & Glanville did not, 
like the workmen in the other factories, de- 
clare that they had already left the union, 
but they agreed to do so at the meeting to- 
morrow evening, and were allowed to go to 
work with that understanding, 

THE BREWERS’ TROUBLES, - 

Things were not brought toa focus quite 
as promptly with regard tothetroubles in 
the breweries, but here, too, the result, so 
far as yet arrived at, seems to indicate al- 
most as complete a victory as that won by 
the shoe manufacturers. Yesterday being 
pay-day in most of the breweries it was 
considered best to let the men work until 
ors before questioning them as to their 
inteftions. When the inguiry was finally 
made, however, asto whether they pro- 
posed to continue working and to drop the 
union, or to retain their membership in the 
latter and lose their positions; the great 
majority expressed themselves as prefer- 
ring to let the union go, They had before 
them as an example the action of the brew- 
ery drivers, more than half of whom se- 
ceded in a body last Saturday from the un- 
ion, and now talk of organizing another, 
which shall be independent of the Council 
of Federated Trades. Encouraged by the 
action of the drivers, perhaps, most of their 
fellow-employés yesterday elected to keep 
their positions. The National brewery lost 
balf a dozen men, but reports from the 
greater number of the other breweries in 
the association were all to the effect that 
none of the employés were going to quit. 

THE BOYCOTTS STILL BXIST, 

Asamatter of course the fact that the 
shoemakers and brewers have been com- 
pelled to drop their connection with that 
organization, the Federated Trades Coun- 
cil, which placed the boycotts upon the 
Jackson brewery and Cahn, Nickelsburg & 
Co.'sshoe factory, does not do away with 
those boycotts, but the.employers claim 
that it nullifies them, rendering 
them of noeffect. Further than this, how- 
ever, itis hinted that they propose to fol- 
low up their success with further measures, 
the nature of which they will not at pres. 
ent disclose, but which are designed to 
force the immediate removal of the inter- 
dict placed upon the offending concerns.

HOW FALSE HAIR IS OBTAINED. 


Moch of It Comes From the Ash Barrels 
of Paris. 
[New York Herald. ] 

The best false hair comes from France, 
where it is sold by the gramme at prices 
which vary according to quality and 
color. The most expensive false baie is 
the silver white variety, which is in 
age demand and very difficult to find. 

isis due to the fact that men grow 
bald in a majority of cases before their 
hair reaches the silver white stage, and 
women, whether bald or not, are not 
disposed to sell their white hair at any 
price. They need it themselves, ' 

Still women growing bald must have 
white hair to match the scant allow- 
ance advancing age has leftthem. The 
chemists have taken the matter in hand 
and are able to produce by decoloration 
of hair of any color a tolerable grade of 
white hair, which, however, hasa bluish 
tint not at all approaching in beauty 
the silvery softness of hair which has 
been bleached by nature. 

False hair of the ordinary shades is 
obtained in two ways. The better and 
more expensiye kind is cut directly from 
thé heads of peasant women, who sell 
their silken tresses sometimes for a 
mere song and sometimes for a-fair 
price, according as they have learned 
wisdom. Every year the whole terri- 
tory of France is traveled over by men 
whose business it is to persuade village 
maidens, their mothers and their aunts 
to part with their hair for financial con- 
siderations. 

These men are known as ‘‘cutters,’’ 
and there are at least 500 of them in 
the country always going from house to 
house, from farm to farm and through 
all the villages in all the departments, 
seeking subjects for their scissors. A 
good cutter averages from two to five 
heads of hair a day, and he pays from 
f2 to f10 for each. It is estimated 
that a single head of luxuriant growth 
weighs about a pound. 2 

The false hair thus obtained—at the 
cost of the tears and regrets of many 
foolish maidens—is the finest in the 
market, and sells for an exaggerated: 
price, which puts it beyond the reach 
of the ordinary purchaser. Besides, it 
is evident thatthe supply of genuine 
‘cuttings’? must fall far short of the 
demand for false hair, So the majority 
of this wavy merchandise is obtained 
—yes, ladies, 1 am exceedingly sorry, 
but it is the fact—from the ragpickers. 
These busy searchers of ash heaps and 
barrels collect every day inthe 
city of Paris alone at least 100 pounds 
of hair, which some hundreds of thou- 
sands of women have combed ont of 
their heads during the preceding twen- 
ty-four hours. This hair, all mixed to- 
gether and soiled, one would think, be- 
yond redemption, is sold to hair cleaners 
at from 81 to $1.50 a pound, which 
shows simply that the fair sex in one 
city alone throws away annually about 
£800,000 worth of hair, for which they 
afterward pay—and it is the same hair, 
mind—considerably over f1,000,000. 

The cleaning of , this refuse hair is an. 
operation which requires carefil atten- 
tion. After the hair has been freed 
from the dust and dirt and mud and 
other unpleasant things with which it 
bas come in contact in gutters and slop 
buckets it is ruibed in sawdust until it 
shines once more with its pristine 
gloss, and then the process of sorting 
is n. Inthe first place skilled 
hands fix the individual hairs in frames 
with the roots all pointing the same way, 
andthen they are arranged according to 
color. Finally, when a sufficient num- 
ber of hairs of one color have been ob- 
tained—noris this number so immense 
as is generally supposed—they are made 
into the beautiful braids which are 
shown so seductively in the windows of 
the fashionable coiffeurs. If, as the 

ood book says, wisdom goes with the 

air, she who places on her head one of 
these conglomerate braids might be said 
to receive a portion of the wisdom 
of hundreds of thousands of other 
women who had worn those hairs be- 
fore her. 

It is said thatthe ‘‘cutters’’ in France 
have plied their trade so industriously 
that at present itis hardly possible in 
the whole republic to find a woman who 
will not sell her hair. The business has 
been done to death, and now the enter- 
prising dealers in false hair are sending 
their representatives through Switzer- 
land, Belgium and Norway canvassing 
for unsophisticated lasses who will al- 
low themselves to be robbed of their 
hair, which is-half of their beauty, for 
a few pieces of silver.

EDUCATED INDIANS. 


A Successful Missionary Effort Up in 
te Alaska. 


{San Francisco Call.] 

William Duncan, who has been a mis- 
sionary to the Osimshean Indians in 
British Columbia and Alaska for the 
past thirty-five years, is at the Lick. 

He has had an jnteresting and event- 
ful history inthe North. As a 
man he was engaged in business in Lon- 
don, England, and came to work among 
the Indians on the west coast of British 
Columbia in 1857, under the auspices 
of the English Church Missionary Soci-

He located first at Port Simpson, 
finding the aborigines in a state of can- 
nibalism and superstitious heathenage. 
In- order to remove his converts from 
the banefnl influences of trader’s 


| whisky, he founded the town of Met- 
| lakatla,

population of 1200 fatives. 

Schools were opened and the Indians 
were surrounded with good educational 
and moral influences. The Church 
Society, however, thought the Indians

The Canadian government was un- 
friendly to the mission and there was 
constant friction between the Indians 
and the whites, sothe colony was moved 
in 1887 to the uninhabited island of 
Annette, just across the Alaskan bound- 
ary line. A town was built and named 
Port Chester, with the approbation of 
the United States Government and the . 
special sanction of President Cleveland. 
The last Congress gave Mr. Duncan a 
deed of the island, which is fourteen 
miles long and four wide. Its forma- 
tion is mountainous, less than one-tenth 
being level and that.heavily wooded. 

The land has been cleared and is now 
tilled, 100 houses, a school, church and 
other buildings erected, and there are 
now 820 Indians in the settlement. 
They can read and write, and their pre- 
ceptor says they are sober, ‘godly and 
industrious. A salmon cannery and 
sawmill are in successful operation, and 
in these industries the Indians are em- 
ployed and are allowed to invest their 
wages in shares of the enterprises, 
Several conduct stores and others are 
engaged in various occupations, as they 
elect. 

They govern themselves and hold an 
annual meeting at which they levy taxes 
for public buildings, drainage and other 
improvements, elect acouncil of twenty- 
five to manage their temporal affairs 
and twenty elders to direct spiritual 
matters. They havea fire brigade, a 
military organization, a brass band and 
other luxuries of civilization. Mr. Dun- 
can is here on business connected with 
the native industries and to purchase an 


organ and other musical instruments for 
his wards.

Food for Laying Hens. 
[American Cultivator.] 

Chickens and young cockerels must be 
separated from the laying fowl and fed 
fattening food if they are to be fitted 
for market. The food that would keep 
the laying hens in good condition would 
scarcely keep up their growth, and the 
proper food for them would make the 
old hens too fatto lay well. 

While the other breeds of turkeys 
have each their merits there are none 
that for hardiness, size and early ma- 
turity are quite equal to the bronze. A 
good bronze gobbler mated with three 
or four hens of the smaller breed makes 
a good cross, nearly equal in the above 
respects to the pure breed, ~ : 

Those who are starting incubators 
for the first time will do well to experi- 
ment with asmall number of eggs at 
first. If inexperience causes loss, it is 
well that it should not be too large. 

Keep the hens and chickens tame, so 
that a visit to the coop will not scare 
them through the windows, and they 
will do better. A scared hen cannot 
do her best any more than ascared cow. 

Feeding with salt fat pork cut up is 
said to be one of the quickest methods 
of stopping poultry from the disagree- 
able habit of feather-pulling. It sel- 
dom fails, unjess they have been long at 
it. It cannot be because of the meat, 
as fowl often have it that do not lack for 


meat. It cam only be that it 
is the flavor of the salt that 
they are after, and it might be 


prevented by using salt in their morn- 
ing’s feed, in about the same.propor- 
tion that it would be added if the dough 
were intended to be cooked for the fam- 
ily breakfast instead of scalded. for the 
hens. Hogs thrive better for having 
their food salted, and hens also need it. 
If it is not given them regularly in 
proper amounts when they see a 
chance at it they will get enough to 
kill themSelves. This alone should 
show that their system needs it. 
Chicken cholera may come to fowl 
that are well takencare of, but in most 
cases it may be attributed toa lack of 
cleanliness and too many fowlin the 
house or yards, or tog unwholesome food 
or impure water. Among the poorfood . 
must be reckoned any grain thathas . 
been damaged, and dongh that .has been 
mixed long eno&agh to get sour. This is 
almost as dangerous to chickens and 
young turkeys as paris green would be.

The Grape Frutt or Cluster Pumalo. 
iC B Hewitt in Crown Vista.] 

I wish once more to call the attention 
of planters to this wonderful fruit, the 
coming citrus fruit of this country. 
About forty years ago it was brought 
from Sicily to Florida and planted ina 

‘few door yards. Four years later more 
were planted here and there from the 
seeds that came into bearing. . .. 

They ripen about March 1 to 15 in 
Florida and are good until July. In 
Southern California they will ripen 
fully two months later and be at their 
best when such @ refreshing fruit is in 
the greatest demand during the warm 
weather. Very little budding has been 
done with this fruit yet, most all of it 
being raised from the seed, the fruit 
ranging. nearly alike. Some experi- 
ments are being made in crossing it 
with the orange and in time a 
strictly seedless Pumalo may be ob- 
tained; however, the original is 

ood enough .for most any one. 

e esthetic are fond of it as a break- 
fast dish or appetizer. The dyspeptic 
claims to have received great help and 
even wonderful cures from it.

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THE WAYS OF TROUT. 


The Speckled Fish Will Take the Fly, but 
Not Against His Will, 
[Forest and Stream. |] 

To fully know the habits of trout is 
worth more than the best of tackle to 
the angler, and Warren Bullock proved 
thisone day at Cranberry Lake. A 
dozen of the ‘‘sons of Izaak’’ had spent 
all day in almost fruitless endeavors to 
fill their creeis and returned home quite 
empty-handed. They were much cha- 
grined to:tind that Bullock had spént an 
hour with a ‘‘chalk-line” half a mile 
away about sandown and had taken a 
dozen pounds in a small number of fish. 
They Were caught at the ‘‘dam,” the 
conditions being exactly right, for none 
like them were taken afterward, though 
plenty of effort was made. It is alto- 
gether probable, too, that Bullock was 
the only man who could beguile them 
when he did. He isa thorough woods- 
man and is well versed in the habits of 
fishes and animals. 

It is disgusting sometimes to hear a 
man clad in an outfit embracing every- 
thing which human ingenuity can de- 
vise to empty his purse tell of the 
many times and with what persistency 
he changed his flies before he could 
‘get arise.’’ The remark at once re- 
veals his inexperience, if his outfit has 
not already done so. There is no doubt 
that certain flies aré best adapted to 
different seasons, times of day, and con- 
ditions of weather; but a dozen flies of 
different names will fully answer all of 
these requirements. An angler’s flies 
resemble nothing when cast upon the 
water. They are simply a something 
which attracts the _ trout. Color 
has more allurements than form, and 
as there are not so many colors there is 
no use for many flies. Thegeneral rule 
is for light flies on dark days, and dark 
or darkish files on light days. Sizes 
are more to be considered than form 
and mixture inmake up. A large trout 
wants something worth his making an 
effort to secure. It is doubtless true 
that an arbitrary sast of fiies cannot be 
made up which will be adapted to all 
waters. It is also trne that there is 
much difference in the trout of different 
waters of the Adirondacks, a difference 
which I suppose cannot wholly be ex- 
plained. I have in mind a lake in 
which the trout are very broad, with 
short heads, like bass, with only dark- 
ish coloring and very bright spots. 
Not far away is a lake in which the 
trout are quite different, being lon 
and slender, with black coloring an 
faint spots. There are other waters in 
which quite as notable differences in 
other ways are found. It is also cer- 
tain that there is much difference in 
the feed of various lakes and streams 
which must be studied, and hooks and 
flies adapted from absolute knowledge of 
conditions. There is vastly more skill 
to oe exercised in approaching and fish- 
ing a fishing ground than in making up 
acast. The boy with the ‘‘chalk-line 
and beanpole’’ knows this to be true. 
The habits and surroundings of the fish 
we would capture must be known and 
understood if we would succeed in tak- 
ing them. It certainly is folly to sup- 
pose that there is any one of the 
hundred flies displayed in sportsmen’s 
shops that will take a trout against his 
will. They are of quick, keen sight, 
and hear readily in some manner (emi- 
nent authorities to the contrary not- 
withstanding,) and these facts must be 
remembered. Their taste is not at all 
acute and their appetites variable. Di- 
gestion is rapid and they feed almost 
constantly if possible, unless there is 
such an abundance of food that they be- 


come gorged. They area very wary} 


fish generally, ready to take fly or bait 
when one are certain that no danger 
lurks in their way. Uniess yon can be 
quite hidden from their sight, either by 
position oraripple updn the water, 
large trout will not often come to your 
creel. °

Cornelias Vanderbilt, 
John D. Rockefeller or J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, for instance, would be welcomed 
in the directory of any business cor- 
poration. Samuel D. Babcock, ex-pres- 
ident of the Chamber of Commerce, has 
the reputation of being a director in 
more concerns than any other man in 
New York. Russell Sage is not far be- 
hind him. Mr. Jay Gould might also be 
a multifarious director, but of late years 
he has given the greater part of his 
time and attention to corporations 
which he practically controls. The 
president of one of fhe largest banks in 
-his city said the other day that, al- 
though he was a director in compara- 
tively few corporations, his fees 
amounted to $2000 last year. ‘I know 
ont man,”’ said he, ‘whose income 
from directors’ fees alone ranges from 
$8000 to $10,000 a year.’’ Nearly 
all of the great financial concerns pay 
their directors $10 each for every 
meeting they attend. The money is 
usually paid in gold and is handed to 
the director as soon as he enters the 
board room. In some cases the custom 
prevails of making a pool at each meet- 
ing, which is divided among the direct- 
ors in attendance. Where there are 
fifteen members of a board of directors 
$150 in $10 gold pieces or crisp new 
notes is placed on a plate in the center 
of the directors’ table and the members 
who are present when the meeting is 
called to order at once divide up the 
amount. If there are but five members 
they each take $80 from the plate. 
The method stimulates promptness in 
attending the meetings.
